This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Group I (claims 1 , 4-8, 25, 26) is directed towards a data processing apparatus 
with a plurality of input, output and compression/expanding devices and the assignment 
of the plurality of compression/expansion devices depending on the job discrimination 
portion classified in class 710, subclass 2. Group II (claims 2,3) is directed towards a 
similar invention to Group I, but is a printing apparatus, classified in class 358, subclass 
1 .9. Group III (claims 9-16, 27, 28) is directed towards a data processing apparatus 
with a plurality of compression/expanding devices and the assignment of the plurality of 
compression/expansion devices depending on the job discrimination portion classified in

class 710, subclass 2. Group IV (claims 17-24, 29, 30) are directed towards an image 
processing apparatus comprising a scanner and an input port for gathering data and a 

plurality of compression/expanding devices and the assignment of the plurality of 

i 

compression/expansion devices depending on the job discrimination portion, classified 
in class 358, subclass 1.15. The species are independent or distinct because they are 
in different field of search and/or are different inventions as disclosed above. Also, 
Groups I and III are directed towards data processing apparatuses, while Groups II and 
IV are directed towards image processing apparatuses. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
